BETHLEHEM, Jordan, Dec. ‘Also Suggests O.A:S. 


Say Americans Resort- 
ed to Errors to Make 
Case Against Plan 
on Policing Under- 
ground Explosions. 


GENEVA, Dec. 24 (AP) — A 
Soviet scientific report published 
yesterday accused American sci- 
entists of errors and misrepre- 
sentations to make a case against 
the projected system for policing 
underground nuclear explosions. 

The American scientists re- 
ported to the three-power nuclear 
test bar talks here Dec. 19 that 
their Soviet colleagues had re- 
fused to modify a 1958 proposal 
for inspection of suspicious earth 
tremors. 


The Soviet report was submit- 
ted simultaneously but published 
only yesterday. It claimed the 
American scientific information, 
On a series of underground test 
explosions in Nevada in 1958, 
was full of errors and ‘‘even 
some misrepresentation.”’ 


The Russian report said: 

“The Soviet experts cannot re- 
gard these shortcomings as re- 
sulting from carelessness or coin- 
cidence, and have come to the 
conclusion that there has been 
tendentious ‘use of one-sidedly 
developed material for the pur- 
pose of undermining confidence 
in the (1958) control system.” 


Talks Recessed. 


The test bar talks among the 
United States, Britain and Rus- 
sia are suspended for a Christ- 
mas recess and resume Jan. 12. 

The Soviet report was written 
by Prof. Evgenyi Federov, one 
of Russia’s top nuclear weapon 
experts. It failed to give any di- 
rect reply to the American con- 
tention that any secret nuclear 
tests up to an equivalent force 
of 19,000 tons of TNT could es- 
cape detection under the 1958 
system. 

The report clearly demonstrat- 
ed the wide gulf between the So- 
viet and Western views on what 
the control system is supposed 
to do. 


'- The Western scientists consider 
any earth tremor to be suspicious 
unless proved natural. 

The Russians want no earth 
tremor to be considered sus- 
picious unless there are good 
reasons to assume it was caused 
by a nuclear test. 


The West wants the right to 
conduct an on-the-spot inspec- 
tion in the area of any earth 
tremor except those obviously 
natural. 

The Russians want to permit 
an on-the-spot inspection only 
when an earth tremor is ob- 
viously not natural. 


Major Obstacle. 


The major obstacle to a test 
bar treaty thus remains the Rus- 
sian principle that no country 
should be suspected of cheating 
unless proved guilty, as against 
the Western view that any coun- 
try can be suspected of cheating 
unless proved not guilty. 

British and American negotia- 
tors have told the Russians re- 
peatedly that a nuclear test bar 
is unacceptable to the West un- 
less accompanied by fool-proof 
control and inspection. 

In Washington, the State De- 
partment said it would have no 
immediate comment on the So- 
viet report charging the United 
States with deliberately distort- 
ing information on the feasibility 
of detecting atomic tests. 

Until the department has had 
a chance to study the Soviet re- 
port, a spokesman said, no an- 
swer would be given to the 
charges.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24—Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller yesterday 
proposed a comprehensive pro- 
gram to fight the menace of 
youth crime.

Loyalty Oath in Illinois 

T. M. Boland’s letter praising 
loyalty oaths is full of fallacies. 
Boland avers that ‘‘the loyalty oath 
merely separates the loyal from 
those not loyal.” This is an ob- 
vious misstatement, since it wraps 
around the disloyal the same cloak 
which the loyal are entitled to wear 
without the oath. 

It is proper to require a loyalty 
oath of aliens who enter our shores 
and apply for American citizenship, 
but that has nothing to do with 
American-born citizens. 


If disloyal persons take a per- 
jured oath to further their dis- 
loyalty, they double their hazard, 
risking punishment for disloyal acts 
and for the perjury. 

For more than a century and a 
half it was fully accepted that 
every American citizen was loyal, 
unless he did something to indicate 
otherwise. Then along came Con- 
gressmen Dies, McCarthy, Velde 
and Smith and Illinois State Sena- 
tor Paul Broyles, who peddled the 
doctrine that every person was to 
be deemed disloyal unless he 
proved himself otherwise, and that 
the only way to make such proof 
was to take an oath. 

In Illinois at least, the oath re- 
quirement, a recent invention, is 
applied only to those who become 
candidates for public office or who 
seek some other recognition by. the 
government. After having served 
in the State Senate for 10 years, I 
had to sign the newly-required oath 
in order to get my name on the 
ballot, and for the last four terms 
I served in the Senate I had to 
swear that I was a loyal citizen 
before I could draw my salary 
check. 

In this display of nonsense I was 
not alone—the Governor and all 
other public officials in the state 
had to go through the same riga- 
marole, besides taking their official 
oath to support the constitution and 
the laws of the state. The official 
oath ought to be sufficient now, and 

- ft is not unlikely that we will re- 
turn to normalcy within the present 
generation and will re-emphasize 
the official oath by abolishing the 
loyalty oath requirement, which as 
to the loyal officials is superfluous 
and as to the disloyal is spurious, 
and in both cases is ridiculous.

Sometimes it seems at the approach of the 
dusk of Christmas Eve that the feast can only 
be weary anti-climax. The ordeals of shopping 
amidst the commercial desecration of the 
Nativity theme, it is true, have been exorcised 
by the rituals of wrapping, bow-tying and 
card-scribbling, by the hanging of green-red 
wreaths, and the stringing of spun-glass balls, 
birds and bells on the Christmas tree. The 
preparatory kitchen rites also lead thoughts 
back to home and family festivities. But after 
the pleasure of preparations completed there 
comes a second wave of weariness, a physical 
weariness which would forego the climax for 
simple, soothing rest. 


That is the moment for going to the win- 
dows to light the candles which beckon the 
carolers. In many homes it also is the mo- 
ment for the first true Christmas ritual, the 
reading of some Christmas poem, the telling 
of a story for the kindling of the genuine 
warmth of the feast. Families have their tra- 
ditional favorites, repeated year after year. 
There are so many to choose from: the an- 
cient story as Luke told it, and also the stories 
of Hans Christian Andersen and Damon Run- 
yon, Charles Dickens and Bret Harte, Wash- 
ington Irving and Heywood Broun, Chekov 
and Ring Lardner. Why do not the literary 
critics divide the authors who have written 
about Christmas from those who have not? It 
would be a simple way of distinguishing the 
champions of man from those who have given 
up hope for him. 


There are those who would no more think 
of telling a new story on Christmas Eve than 
they would consider a substitute for the 
Christmas tree and its Bethlehem star, or for 
the creche illuminated by that star. They 
want to hear year after year of the Christ 
Child, of Mary and Joseph, of the shepherds 
and the Magi, and of the ox and the ass. And 
that is proper as proper can be. Yet among 
these Nativity characters one has been un- 
graciously’ overlooked, the white cock of 
Christmas. After all, he, too, was in Bethle- 
hem that night, full of awe and fealty and 
busy-ness, but he is at the very end of the list 
in the old Spanish carol: 


Shall I tell you who will come = 
to Bethlehem on Christmas Morn, 

who will kneel them gently down 
before the Lord, new-born? 


One small fish from the river, 
with scales of red and gold, 
one wild bee from the heather, 

one gray lamb from the fold, 
one ox from the high pasture, 
one black bull from the herd, 
one goatling. from thé far hills, 
one white, white bird., 


And “one white, white bird” hardly does 
him full credit. He was a fine, strong white 
rooster, tall with a handsome red comb, the 
undisputed cock of the barnyard of the inn. 
He bossed the hens and nipped at the bare 
feet of the serving girls. He yielded nothing 
in authority even to the inn-keeper himself. 
So it was only natural that he should be on 
the most comfortable perch in the stable 
when Mary arrived. Ordinarily the cock 
would have resented an intrusion. He would 
not have borne annoyance and displeasure in 
patient quietness. But after one glance at 
the Maid, he knew of the Wonder to come. 
He became more eager than any of the others 
to help. While Joseph gathered fresh straw, 
the cock woke the hens and implored them to 
lay fresh, white eggs—and never mind the 
hour. He zealously rushed about, snapping 
up every bug and worm that crawled on the 
stable floor—forgetting that they, too, might 
be full of, awe and eager to attend the Won- 
der. He wanted the place to be cleaner and 
brighter than any palace.. The white cock 
had always been proud, ever ready to fight in- 
truders, always above all menial tasks. But 
now while others stood in quiet expectation, 
he was the busiest sweeper and polisher in 
the stable. 


Then the Mystery came to pass. And the 
white cock announced it to all the corners of 
the Earth. He announced it with a fanfare 
more wonderful than any heard before or 
since.. He-was now the new King’s man at 
arms, His herald proclaiming ‘His message. 
He crowed with the thrilling grandeur of a 
thousand brasses. The angels waking the 
hill-shepherds were hardly more rousing as 
they sang of glory to God and peace to men 
of good will. And the cock crowed the whole 
night through. He was as full of glory as the 
angels and the star. 


Yet there may have been too much pride 
in him or he: would have been better remem- 
bered by others than those stone-carvers of 
the Middle Ages who cut his image amongst 
the gargoyles of their cathedrals. Or maybe 
some people resented his crowing on a later 
night—three times—but even then he still 
was the loyal man at arms, the herald vainly 
summoning the forces of the good, the men 
to whom the promise of peace had been given. 

So on this night—in a season: when the 
promise of peace is none too well remem- 
bered—he deserves remembering. Yet he will 
not care too much whether his story is told 
or not since he is sure of one thing: 


Blow cold against the flame, 
Throw sand against the spark; 
You cannot keep the Light 
From shining in the dark. 


And so with the assurance of the white cock 
of Christmas—for there is no better way of 
doing it—we say again to one and all: 

Merry Christmas!

Having overlooked so much for so long, 
Mr. Doerfer and the FCC have now taken a 
bold and determined stand far behind the 
trenches, and facing the flank. 


Decade of Testing 


American higher education will improve 
and deteriorate simultaneously in the next 10 
years. So said Frank H. Bowles, president of 
the College Entrance Examination Board. And 
he was not talking about “the neatest trick 
of the decade.” 


The United States, he explained, now has 
about 100 “quality” four-year schools and 
probably will have about 150 in 10 years’ 
time. All will be better than they are now. 
They will be demanding, by way of qualifica- 
tion, achievements attained by their present 
students only by the end of the freshman 
year. There will be a comparable improve- 
ment in a limited number of high schools, 
private and public. 7 

At the same time, there will be a greater 
increase in the number and in,the enrollment 
of schools which go by the name of college 
or university but which offer largely voca- 
tional courses. With less and less demand for 
unskilled labor, almost everybody with an 
1.Q. of 100 or better may be going to college, 
but the contrast between first-rate and sec- 
ond-rate will be even greater than it is today. 
It may well be the difference between excel- 
lence and mediocrity. 


This may be a disheartening prospect to 
some advocates of democratic education. But 
education can be democratic only insofar as 
it offers all a fair chance to do their best. In- 
tellect and talent cannot be ignored. And we 
need brains, cultivated brains. 


Our best hope, of course, is to raise more 
and more schools and their students to the 
top level. That will present especially the 
state universities with a severe test. Some 
of them have been among our best schools. 
Some still offer top-level work while they also 
accommodate an increasing number at lower 
levels. Are they safe from the law which 
holds that the inferior drive out the superior? 
There may be hope in a pattern which calls 


. for one state institution with high standards 


and number of state schools at lower levels. 
Certainly there will have to be greater stress 
on excellence. 


No diploma, no degree, no fancy campus, no 
fraternity pih, no winning football team will 
hide a lack of accomplishment at the end of 
the decade of testing. 


Using Probation Wisely 

Circuit’ Judge John J. Casey is to be com- 
mended for his wise use of the correctional 
tool of probation in the cases of two youths 
charged with manslaughter. Judge Casey 
suspended sentence against the pair for 10 
years provided that each pays $10 a week 
to the widow of the victim of a beating in 
which they were involved. The money will 
not bring back the dead man; but at least it 
will help support the widow, a useful pur- 
pose that could not be served if the two 
young men were caged in the penitentiary. 
The court’s decision also will help them to 
rehabilitate themselves, and that too will be 
a gain for society. 


To Help Those Less Fortunate 


President Eisenhower made effective use 
of his Christmas-season opportunity to appeal 
for a continuation of foreign aid. Just re- 
turned from his successful 22,000-mile world 
tour, Mr. Eisenhower spoke with conviction 
when he related on a television program 
broadcast to the country how he had been 
impressed by the crowds that turned out to 
see him. Thus, with first-hand knowledge of 
poverty in Asia, he appealed to Americans 
and their allies to help desperately needy 
people in their struggle for food, peace and 
freedom. He did not ask for this as a matter 
of charity, but as a matter involving the self- 
interest of those who give as well as those 
who receive. 


‘The President said it is to America’s inter- 
est that ‘we continue our financial investment 
and aid” to underdeveloped countries, and 
that we persuade all other free nations to 
join us. He asked also that the under- 
developed countries contribute as much as 
possible. The President spoke from Wash- 
ington Wednesday before lighting a Christmas 
tree and opening the capital’s annual pageant 
of peace, a fitting climax to his long journey, 


A Gag on Food Warnings? 


‘The White House has had its long-awaited 
conference on chemicals in foods, growing 
out of the cranberry and poultry incidents, 
and has handed down a declaration of prin- 
ciples designed to prevent Secretaries Flem- 
ming and Benson from butting heads any 
further. 


The declaration is a model of ambiguity, 
but in context it is more communicative. It 
suggests that the Seeretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare is being gagged and that 
the Secretary of Agriculture may have won 
out in favor of a pelicy of timid expediency 
toward protecting the public. | 


Secretary Flemming, we learn, has already 
been- partially headed-off. His withdrawal 
from the market' of cranberries tainted with 
a weed-killer that produced cancer in test 
animals had alerted Secretary Benson’s oppo- 
sition. When he took out after another sus- 
pected cancer-producer, a synthetic hormone 
widely used in the cattle industry and for fat- 
tening some poultry, the White House di- 
rected him to consult Acting Secretary of 
Agriculture True D. Morse. The outcome was 
that the warning to the public was restricted 
to poultry, particularly caponettes. Beef was 
not mentioned. Was Secretary Flemming 
gagged? 

Secretary Flemming has made himself vul- 
nerable to attack and perhaps to being forced 
out of office. He is being fought by the cran- 
berry growers, the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National Milk Producers Asso- 
ciation, the American National Cattlemen's 
Association and the National Grange. 

If he should be hobbled in office, or forced 
out, because he has had the courage to act 
in the public interest; the American con- 
sumer will have lost a stout friend, and Mr.

edge. And both these tendencies give 
one the sense that what in the past 
people have called ‘values’ are bound

He advises students: ‘Try to learn 
something very well indeed. And do 
not just learn what it is in general 
terms. Learn it as a practitioner; 
learn how to do it. And stop while 
you are doing it long enough to see 
the beauty of it.” 


Then he adds, ‘‘But learn something 
else as well that is quite different. 
Get some of the span of things human, 
the span of things that the intelligent 
man Can cope with.”’ 


Dr. Frankel says in the concluding 
chapter: ‘Philosophies of education 
may guide American teachers and 
scholars in choosing among the al- 
ternatives that confront them. But 
these philosophies are not responsible 
on the ‘whole for the fact that the 
alternatives are what they are. Amer- 
ican higher education is a social insti- 
tution, like religion, the state, or the 
property system, and its problems 
originate in the same way problems 
originate in these other institutions. 


“A philosophy of education 
deal with such imperatives reasonehiy 
or unreasonably; it may convert them 
into opportunities or moan over them 
as immovable obstacles; but it does 
not create them.”

TO BEGIN TOMORROW 


Eight-Day Festival to Be 
bserved With Services 
and Giving of Gifts. 


The Jewish festival of Hanuk- 
kah will begin at sundown tomor- 
row and continue for eight days. 
It is observed with special serv- 
ices in the synagogues, and with 
candle-lighting ceremonies and 
presentation of gifts in the 
homes. 

Hanukkah commemorates re- 
dedication of the Temple in 
Jerusalem in 165 B.C., when 
Judah Maccabeus led a success- 
ful revolt against the Syrian 
king, Antiochus. The Bible tells 
the story in the Book of the Mac- 
cabees. 

The observance opens with the 
lighting of a single candle in 
each Jewish home. An additional 
candle is lit on each succeeding 
night until there are eight in the 
traditional menorah, or candel- 
abrum. For this reason Hanuk- 
kah is known as the Festival of 
Lights. 

The first day of the Jewish 
holiday, which is based on the 
lunar calendar, this year coin- 
cides with Christmas. Only 
twice before in this century—in 
1910 and 1921—have the two holi- 
days coincided, and this will not

Perhaps the present state 
boards are not as tough as 
they could be but, under their 
limitations, they are not so 
bad. 


“Boxing is rotten to the 
core,” Pender told a Boston 
reporter. But he does not ask | 
that the game be put in cold 
storage right now, before his 
bout with Robinson. 

Actually, many boxing men, 
and fans, think that might be 
a good starting point. Cancel 
the Robinson-Pencer match. 
Paul has never given any indi- 
cation that he’s a proper oppo- 
nent for Sugar Ray. The bout 
is generally considered a mis- 
match, a chance for Robinson 
to get his fists and legs back 
in shape for a real title con- 
test with Gene Fullmer. The 
National Boxing Association 
recognizes Fullmer as_ the 
world titleholder. 


Bad Propaganda 

Most of the charges against 
boxing are born of what 
people see in motion pictures 
and on television. And some 
published reports of off-color 
fights have turned out to be 
gross exaggeration. The ‘‘fixed 
fight”” and the ‘‘crooked man- 
ager” have been over-worked 
themes of movie and televi- 
sion shows. The net effect, of 
course, is that the public be- 
gifs to accept the sensational 
double-cross as the common 
practice. 

And boxers, themselves, are 
often to blame for this dis- 
torted picture. For example, 
Ingemar Johansson, the world 
heavyweight champion, ap- 
peared in a television bit re- 
cently, portraying a fighter 
involved in a crooked match. 
Ingemar was reported to have 
received $25,000 for his stint 
and he received some good 
press notice for his acting. So, 
the world champion profited 
handsomely at the expense of 
the very sport that has given 
him everything he has today 
in the way of worldly goods. 

The TV tale was taken from 
a short story by Ernest Hem- 
ingway which, in its original 
form, had nothing to do with 
a crooked prize fight. 


TV's Responsibility - 


Television broadcasting 
chains were reported recently 
as ready to drop their weekly 
boxing shows, That reminds 
us that when the TV broad- 
casting of fights started, some 
years ago, boxing men warned 
that the sport would suffer. 
They predicted that small 
clubs, the real incubators of 
boxing, would be put out of 
business. They said that the 
public would be surfeited. 

That’s exactly what has hap- 
pened. 

TV was warned that there 
should be a summer layoff. 
But the chains went all out 
and booked boxing shows 50 
weeks out of the year. There 
have been broadcast bouts on 
religious holidays, something 
the less cujtured boxing pro- 
moters had’studiously avoided. 

And now that TV has 
wrought a great injury to 
boxing it is considering the 
wisdom of tossing it away. 

Boxer Paul Pender’s attack 
on the sport contained noth- 
ing new in the way of specific 
charges. Neither is the sug- 
gested probationary period 
new. If boxing were as bad as 
he pictured it a five-year sus- 
pension wouldn’t be enough. 
But, state commissions and 
police agencies have all the 
powers needed for finding and 
punishing wrongdoers without 
' destroying the game to get at 
them.

Even Mike knows that 
Christmas isn’t all toys. 
The smallest children in 
the neighborhood know 
whose birthday we cele- 
brate on Dec. 25. I never 
can agree with those who 
sadly declaim that ‘“‘the 
real meaning” of Christ- 
mas is being lost to crass 
commercialism. I can’t 
feel that the gaiety de-. 
tracts from the joy of Christmas. 


This fact was strikjngly brought home to me in two 
educational projects on Christmas in other lands. 
One was Herbert H. Wernecke’s excellent book, 
“Christmas Customs Around the World’? (Westminster | 
Press, Philadelphia). The other was “Christmas in 
Many Lands,” a series of 18 exquisitely beautiful 
and meticulously detailed miniature rooms showing 
how Christmas is observed in other countries. 


This ambitious endeavor was started by L, Carter Watling, 
retired ladder manufacturer, as a good will project for the 
Rehabilitation Center of Greater St. Louis, 608 North Spring 
avenue. 


Watling first conceived the idea for the display as some- 
thing patients at the center might create but soon it became 
so elaborate that all 100 of Sue Barnes volunteers at the 
center were called in and numerous others as well. A private 
‘ showing was held recently at the Falstaff building and it is 
hoped that eventually the rooms will have a public display 
mand perhaps even a permanent home in the Art Museum. 


Artistically the miniatures merit this attention. The 
English Great Hall which Watling designed (‘‘“My wife says 
she gave the best 400 hours of my life to this,” he jokes) is 
a marvel of a fifteenth century scene with tiny tapestries, Yule 
log and festive board. The Austrian room with its painted 
Tyrolean designs, the early American kitchen complete to 
braided rug and pot bellied stove, present-day America with 
its TV set, a Swedish St. Lucia celebration with the eldest 
daughter wearing a candlelit tiara, a Holland scene with 
delft tiles, an Italian room with presepio and statue, a colorful 
Mexican courtyard with outdoor lighted lanterns and the 
pinata filled with candy and toys, all are enchanting to see. 


=~ An explanation written by volunteers accompanied 
each room and Watling asked me to write a preface, 
=-"*What Is Christmas?” I turned to the Wernecke book 
—for material and was impressed by one fact evidenced

The President’s trip with its vast 
outpouring of good will in lands 
that had never laid eyes on him 
has served its great diplomatic 
purpose. 


And it’s wonderful that NBC 
and CBS have both covered it 
so fully, CBS with a series 
called “Eyewitness to History” 
and NBC with one called 
“Journey to Understanding,” 
sponsored respectively by Fire- 
stone Tire Co. and Life Cigar- 
ettes. (Now that the heat is on, 
sponsors are hungry for re- 
spectable programs and there 
aren’t enough to go around.) 


But there are limitations to 
what television can do with a 
trip of this sort. In fact, the 
purposes of the trip and the na- 
ture of television are mutually 
self-contradictory. If you are a 
peasant in India, wouldn’t you 
turn out for this almost myth- 
ological character from another 
planet if he were to drive down 
your main street? Didn’t we do 
the same thing when Khrushchev 
came here? So there you are, a 
peasant in India, standing in 
the sun or the rain; the ‘great 
man steps out of the fancy car- 
riage down the line of beauti- 
fully costumed soldiers to shake 
hands with the local plenipoten- 
tiary; you yell your heart out 
and go home and tell the chil-

dren you"ve seen the mythologi- 
cal beast. 

What I’m trying to say is that 
Mr. Eisénhower’s triumphal pro- 
cession around half the globe 
means one thing to the people 
in those distant lands, quite an- 
other here. For one thing, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is not at all a 
mythological beast here. But for 
another—and this is where the 
rub is~how many times can you 
watch him getting out of a car, 
walking down a line of troops 
stiffly at attention, and shake 
hands or lay a wreath or stand 
at attention with his hat over his 
heart while the band plays the 
*‘Marseillaise’” before the whole 
thing begins to pall? 

That’s where television and 
the whole purpose of ceremony 
clash sharply. Ceremony is 
something you should see only 
once, or anyway, not often. Cer- 
tainly not every day and not, for 
heaven’s sake, two or three 
times within a half hour pro- 
gram which is what is happening 
on both these programs. Also— 
regrettably—it is the nature of 
news that the unexpected is big 
néws. The man biting the dog, 
not the other way around. But 
the expected is what television 
covers best. In short, the train 
stopping exactly at the red car- 
pet is what, not only the French, 


but the television crews do best. 
If the train didn’t stop right 
where it was expected, it would 
be a better story, but it would 
put the TV cameras in a spot 
because they wouldn’t be there. 


However, TV has done very 
well by the President and for the 
viewers. NBC gathered together 
in Paris an interesting collection 
of correspondents from half a 
dozen countries and they squab- 
bled amiably and with authority 
about the purposes and the ac- 
complishments, if any, of the 
President's trip, each betraying 
in a thoroughly engaging and en- 
tirely unconscious way, the prej- 
udices ‘and self interest of his 
own country. I was very proud 
of Chet Huntley who upheld not 
only NBC’s but his country’s 
honor against a sharp - tongue 
British correspondent very ably.

I know many handsome 
quilts have come from this frame 
during the years, it always 
strikes me that this could be 
the same Wedding Ring pattern 
which was there when we came 
to Belleview Valley, kept in place 
season after season so the girls 
would. have.an excuse to gather 
every Thursday for a good 
gossip. 


This quilting and luncheon 
has been a weekly event for 
more years than anyone can 
remember; a pleasant custom — 
that has outlasted two church 
buildings. When the women 
atrive in mid-morning they 
bring along the makings of a 
banquet which is tucked away 
in the church kitchen. Only in. 
midsummer when harv Is, 
at its height and the Men 
can’t get away at noon are the’ 
luncheons discontinged. For 
the rest of the year the men 
start arriving on the stroke of 
noon to find a bounteous re- 
past spread on the counters 
that surround the kitchen cor- 
ner in the church basement. 


Banquet is an accurate de- 
scription for the meal that is 
laid out. There are fried chicken 
and baked ham, meat loaf and 
chicken with dumplings, string 
beans and baked beans and 
limas, salads of a dozen kinds, 
hot rolls, and an array of dés- 
serts that will put an inch on 
your waistline just by looking 
at it. The custom is the same 
wherever we eat with country 
folk across America. On one 
side of the room sit the men 
to talk crops and livestock, poli- 
tics, the low state of farm prices 


* and such lighter subjects as the 
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quail hunting and _ increasing 
number of deer. The women get 
together on the other side to dis- 
cuss grandchildren, recipes and 
similar feminine matters. At the 
end of the room sparkles the 
lighted Christmas tree, already 
decorated for the celebration a 
day or two hence. 


We drive home after luncheon 
feeling too full but also with a 
certain warmth generated by the 
friendliness that has always been 
expressed by the people of our 
valley. Since the day we came 
here they have been neighbors 
in the finest sense of this word. 
And although the afternoon was 
dark. with rain clouds scudding 
low across the hills, there were 
also lighter patches where the 
sun seemed about to break 
through with a promise of fine 
weather tomorrow. On the way 
home we stopped to cut some 
cedar boughs loaded with blue- 
berries to be used for Christmas 
decorations. And we decided it 
was time to cut and bring in 
the tree to decorate on Christ- 
mas eve. 


At the bird feeders when we 
stopped to check the supply of 
suet and scratch feed, we had a 
great thrill. Purple finches are 
not too common in December 
but a small flock had remained 
with us. And. now we saw them 
in the buckthorn trees near the 
kitchen, together with three 
beautiful little red-polls. These 
are smaller birds, quite speck- 
led, with a pink overcast and 


a bright scarlet topknot. They 
are the first we’ve recorded at 
Possum Trot; small visitors 
from the northland that do come 
down each winter but generally 
feed in quite large flocks. This 
is, of course, the chief pleasure 
of bird feeding; the thrill of an 
occasional new or rafe species 
in addition to the general cheer- 
fulness of being surrounded by 
the regular daily visitors. 


As always in the afternoons, 
we built up a big log fire before 
starting the round of evening 
chores. On the mantle and table 
and overflowing the big chip bas- 
ket which generally holds kind- 
ling were the Christmas cards 
from far and wide; some elabor- 
ate and some simple, some in 
the form of letters telling what 
had happened to the sender since 
last Christmas, a few rare ones 
representing original drawings 
by the sender, and many un- 
signed ones that come as tokens 
of friendship from readers of 
this column. To all of.these, may 
we wish a heartfelt Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year. 


Once all the animals are fed 
—a round that we enjoy each 
morning and evening—we set- 
tle down by the fire. There are 
final plans for the coming of 
the grandchildren on Christmas 
day, the last of the greetings 
to be sent. I toss on a big log 
that will keep going for the 
long evening and recall a letter 
that Thoreau once wrote to a 
friend on just such a winter 
evening. 


“I’ve just put another stick 
into the stove,” he wrote, “‘a 
pretty big piece of white oak. 
How many men will do enough 
this cold winter to pay for the 
fuel that warms them? I suppose 
I’ve burned up a good-sized tree 
tonight—and for what. I’ve set- 
tled for the wood and got off 
cheaply; but this isn’t the final 
settlement. At last, one will say, 
‘Let us see, how much wood did 
you burn, sir?’ And I shudder 
to think that the next question 
will be, ‘What did you do while 
you were warm’?’’ 

As for us, we will hope that on 
these winter evenings in front 
of the fire, we can at least ac- 
complish enough to pay for the 
white oak logs that keep us warm 
as their sparks fly up the chim- 
ney.

The worst 
that can happen, usually, is that 
you'll go down two tricks instead 
of only one.

South won the first trick with the 
ace. Things looked pretty hope- 
less, since South was apparently 
sure to lose a spade, a diamond 
and two clubs. 


South thought things over for 
a few seconds, however, and de- 
cided that he could make the 
contract if East had the single- 
ton or doubleton ace of dia- 
monds. The odds were against 
this, but there was no harm in 
playing for it. 

Hence South drew trumps with 
the ace and king, led a diamond 
from dummy to his king, and 
then led a diamond back. He 
ducked the second diamond in 
dummy, hoping that East would 
have to play the ace anyway. 

Luck was with South. East had 
to take the ace of diamonds, and 
declarer later discarded two 
club losers on dummy’s queen 
and jack of diamonds. 


The play wasn’t quite as lucky 
as it looked, for South had an- 
other string to his bow. The 
bidding and the opening lead in- 
dicated that East had five spades 
headed by K-Q-J. East was 
known to have exactly two 
hearts. There was a chance if 
East had only two diamonds or 
if he had only two clubs. 

Imagine, for example, that 
East has four diamonds to the 
ace and the doubleton K-Q of 
clubs. East wins the second dia- 
mond with a low card, cashes a 
spade, and leads a club to dum- 
my’s ace. Declarer leads the 
queen of diamonds to ruff out the 
ace, gets to dummy with a 
trump, cashes the jack of dia- 
monds, and then leads a club. 
East must win and must return 
a spade for lack of anything else. 
South ruffs and discards the los- 
ing club from dummy, making 
his contract. 

QUESTION 

Partner opens with one spade, 
and the next player passes. You 
hold: 

48432 64 109875 62. 

What do you say? 

Answer: Pass. Your distribu- 
tion is not bad, but you have no 
high cards at all. You can’t make 


tricks out of thin air.

Reduce Size of Goiter 
By Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: “PLEASE 


WRITE ABOUT this drink they 
use instead of surgery for thy- 
roid trouble. I’ve been told I 
have a thyroid condition but 
don’t want surgery. —M.J.E.” 
And another letter: ; 
“My doctor advises that I take 
radio-active iodine, or the ‘atom- 
ic cocktail’ to get rid of my gol- 
ter without an operation. Sever- 
al people tell me they took too 
much and then had to take thy- 
roid pills. Please enlighten me. 
MRS. S. B.” 


Taking an “atomic cocktail” 
is, as far as you are concerned, 
just like drinking a glass of wa- 
ter. Of course it is not that 
simple to your doctor! 

The ‘‘glass of water” contains 
tiny particles of iodine which 
have been made radioactive—I 
131 is the chemical symbol. 


Iodine is attracted, by the 
chemical workings of the body, 
to the thyroid gland. A very 
small amount is required for 
diagnosis. The iodine moves 
to the thyroid, and the parti- 
cles, being radioactive, can 
be traced with instruments of 
the Geiger counter type. 


For your peace of mind, re- 
member that radioactivity of the 
luminous paint on the dial of a 
wrist watch is sufficient to set 
up quite a clatter in a Geiger 
counter or similar instrument. So 
the amount in an “atomic cock- 
tail” is similarly small, and you 
need have no fear of being 
harmed. 

The rate at which these noisy 
atoms of iodine move to the 
thyroid gives a very exact indi- 
cation of the thyroid’s condi- 
tion. 

Now a goiter, of course, is an 
enlargement of the thyroid 
gland. It creates an excess 
amount of thyroid substance 
which leads to excitability, 
nerves and so on. Likewise the 
size of the enlarged gland may 
be unsightly and a nuisance, and 
in addition it may press against 
organs in the throat, or do other 
mischief. 

For a variety of reasons, then, 
a substantial portion of the gland 
may need to be removed. Orig- 
inally, surgery was the only pos- 
sible method. Now it is some- 
times possible to reduce the size 
by stronger doses of the “‘atomic 
cocktail.”” The iodine, again, 
goes promptly to the thyroid; the

asked the doctor. “I just seem 
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radioactivity, or radiation from 
the iodine particles, reduces the 
size of the overgrown gland. 
just as X-ray or other radiation 
is used to reduce the size of 
other tumors. 


The size and shape of the 
enlarged thyroid, the urgency 
attached to the case, and other 
matters dictate whether sur- 
gery or an “atomic cocktail’ 
will best do the job. This is 
such a technical matter that | 
can only say, “Let your doctor 
decide.”” The success of your 
treatment, your health, that is, 
is far more important than 
whether you happen to prefer 
one method or the other, 


In either case, it is not always 
possible to reduce the thyroid to 
exactly the right size and activi- 
ty. Indeed, it is quite reasonable 
to remove. ‘‘a little extra,” to 
avoid having to do the whole 
thing over again, and then give 
the patient thyroid extract to 
make up the amount needed, 
until the body adjusts to. the 
right level. 

Needing thyroid after treat- 
ment by an ‘‘atomic cocktail’ 
is not unusual, nor is it a sign 
that the patient “had too much.” 


NOTE TO MRS. E.S.: Heavy 
drinkers may acquire cirrhosis 
of the liver, but, as with many 
diseases, it can be and is ac- 
quired by people who have never 
touched a drop. Heavy drinking 


makes it more likely; it isn’t 
the sole, or basic cause.

The New Films 


YOU'LL HAVE to admit that “SOLOMON AND SHEBA,” 
opening at the ESQUIRE THEATER tomorrow, is big, big, 
BIG, There are immense battle scenes in Technirama 70, a 
process almost as sharp as Todd AO, and Technicolor. The 
mighty sweep of the Egyptian cavalry, the 
glare of shields as the Israelites throw the 
sun back into their eyes and blind them, the 
dust of battle and the chaos as the charging 
hordes plunge into a ravine, are awe-inspir- 
ing. The photography is beautiful, with 
colors used for moods, such as the brooding 
dark blue of the opening scenes. This was 
made in Spain, where extras, inctuding the Spanish army, 
come cheaper, but even at that the cost must have been 
tremendous. Director King Vidor has composed these battle 
sequences, and such scenes as Sheba being stoned in front 
of the temple, and the lustful dance orgy, choreographed by 
Jaroslav Berger into a sea of waving arms and writhing 
bodies, very excitingly. 

The more intimate drama is given full play and the char- 
acters are strikingly etched. Yul Brynner as Solomon has 
tremendous magnetism even in a more subdued playing. Gina 
Lollobrigida as a voluptuous Sheba is alternately arrogant, 
tempting and penitent. George Sanders as Adonijah, Sol- 
omon’s brother, who tries to seize the throne of Israel by 
allying himself with the Egyptians, is nasty as anything. 

Certainly the story line, concerning royal intrigue, temp- 
tation, the wrath of Jehovah, and final redemption, is strong. 
I just don’t think the dialogue is up to it. There are some 
Biblical quotes mixed with trite, pedestrian talk. The mighti- 
ness of the theme calls for lines of Shakespearian grandeur 
which it certainly doesn’t get. There is no subtlety or sensi- 
tivity. Everything is laid out on the board, dramatically 
speaking. But in spite of its defects, ‘‘Solomon and Sheba,” 
isa highly engrossing and eye-filling picture, almost spell- 
binding in its moments of spectacle. 


Wacky Farce 


IT IS FITTING that a surprisingly good year of Hollywood 
comedies should be capped by one of the maddest, wackiest 
and funniest, “OPERATION PETTICOAT,” opening at the 
AMBASSADOR THEATER tomorrow. 

It is particularly intriguing in that it 
takes place on or around an American sub- 
marine at war, opening up with the sub 
being bombed in the Philippines and with 
her commander, Cary Grant, grimly deter- 
mined to get her back into action. But while 
still preserving a straight face about the 
realities of war, director Balke Edwards, 
working on a clever script by Stanley Shapiro and Maurice 
Richlin, has managed to put over a sly and droll yarn which 
reminds me of the elastic girdle that an Army nurse-major 
puts on an engine pump to replace a broken spring, over 
the agonized protest of Arthur O’Connell, the chief machinist’s 
mate. As humor is justified in doing, it stretches the truth 
quite a bit, but is essentially valid. 

We start with a new spick and span headquarters lieu- 
tenant and social favorite, Tony Curtis, who has never been 
to sea and doesn’t know a stern from a bilge. But he is a 
bland and slick rascal and obtains by midnight requisitioning 
worthy of a Raffles the parts and supplies necessary to re- 
habilitate the boat which have been held up by the usual 
red tape of channels. There are some hilarious escapades here. 

Then five stranded Army nurses are rescued and taken 
aboard as the boat starts for Australia—things like this DID 
happen. The fact that one, Dina Merrill, is beautiful, and 
another, Joan O’Brien, is both beautiful and endowed, as well 
as dumb, makes for more merry chaos, particularly with 
the smoothly wolfish Mr. Curtis in operation. 


Among other crazy things, the sub, by a misadventure, 
ends up being painted pink and hunted by both the Japanese 
and the American navy, who both suspect it is being used 
as a trap by the other side. Curtis is becoming quite a finished 
light comedian, and is aptly paired with that old master, 
Grant, whose dry sarcasm is constantly in play. I particu- 
larly liked the incident when Cary is about to shoot a torpedo 
at a freighter at dock. Miss O’Brien comes in to the peri- 
scope room to peek, stumbles and grabs his arm. The tor- 
pedo misses, scuttles up on the beach and blows up a truck. 
Grant sends out a terse report: ‘‘Sighted freighter, sank truck.” 


English Satire 


THAT THE ENGLISH are no slouches at comedy, either, 
is again envinced by their entry of the week, “THE MOUSE 
THAT ROARED,” opening tomorrow at the SHADY OAK 
and PAGEANT. 


Wi, 
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This is a broad rib about a Balkan-type 
mythical kingdom, American foreign policy, 
and the Bomb, which ranges from witty 
satire to wacky burlesque and freeswing 
farce. It is carried by the gifted Peter 
Sellers, a comedian heretofore seen here 
only in secondary parts, who pulls an Alec 
Guinness and plays three roles—the Grand 
Duchess of Fenwick, an English speaking country of 50 square 
miles somewhere in the Alps; her urbane prime minister, and 
Tully Bascombe, the royal forester and meekest of men, who 
is appointed to lead an invasion of the United States. 

Its wine industry, which provides the country’s revenue, 
having failed, the prime minister conceives the brilliant idea 
of declaring war on the United States and being defeated. The 
United States has always supported its enemies immediately 
after defeating them, he reasons, so Fenwick will be on the 
charity list in perpetuity. 

The country’s army of 20 shambling archers in medieval 
armor and chain mail invades New York City, but nearly 
everyone is underground for an air-raid alert test, so they 
can’t find anyone to surrender to. Quite by accident, they 
capture Professor Kokintz (David Kossoff), inventor of the 
Q-bomb, which will blow up 2,000,000 square miles, the bomb 
itself, and his pretty daughter, Jean Seberg. With these 
prizes, they return to Fenwick, and hold the trump card as 
all the powers move to “defend” them—ie., grab the bomb. 
The Americans are too embarrassed to attack such a tiny 
country and have to admit defeat. 

This is both hilarious and delightfully pointed. Mr. Sellers 
is something of a genius at muted and subtle touches and 
altogether, it’s a juicy Christmas morsel. 


Irish Shenanigans 


THE NEOPHYTE Irish film industry has also produced 
a comedy, “BROTH OF A BOY,” made at the Ardmore Studios 
in County Wicklow, which had its American premier at the 
APOLLO ART here last night. 

It features Barry Fitzgerald and the Abbey 
Players, in a gentle excursion into native 
humor that is more amiable and mildly 
amusing than rousing. It has Mr. Fitzgerald 
as an irascible old man who claims to be 
110 and the oldest man in the world, and 
a British television producer’s efforts to 
build a TV show around his birthday against 


all sorts of odds. 

Most of the humor stems from Barry’s wry, mettlesome 
characterization. He has a son, Wee Willie, a kid of 80 or 
thereabouts, whom Barry still bullies and refuses to allow to 
smoke or drink because it will ‘“‘stunt his growth.” It is 
ludicrous when dim-witted Willie, played by Harry Brogan, 
meekly calls the pugnacious old man ‘‘Da.”’ 


The TV show is almost wrecked when Barry cudgels the 
village lawyer, who catches him poaching trout, and is ar- 
rested and tried. It is pretty funny when the irate old man 
sabotages his lawyer’s unctuous pleas for him as a “saintly 
old man” by shouting dire threats at his accuser. The story 
line, however, isn’t strong enough to make it a top comedy up 
to Mr. Fitzgerald’s great gifts of character humor, as “To- 
night’s the Night” did five years ago.

Here is 
Smith’ s day-by-day diary, jot- 
ted down at airports, aboard 
planes or busses and in tele- 
graph offices in such distant 
places as Kabul, Ankara and 
New Dethi.

ANY JOURNAL of a trip made 
with. President Eisenhower 
should begin many months ahead 
of the actual start. On the night 
of Aug. 31 in London, Mr. Ejisen- 
hower had dinner at 10 Downing 
street with Prime Minister Mac- 
millan and talked then about 
going to India. 

Dec. 3, Washington. —We re- 
porters climb in three big Army 
busses parked outside the White 
House in the late afternoon rush 
hour. Piles of small overnight 
bags and typewriters. Most of us 
dressed in sports clothes for the 
long overnight trans-Atlantic 
flight to Rome. A passerby says, 
“They look a little old for the 
draft.” 

At Friendship Airport, a big, 
gleaming Pan American 707. No 
dinner until after we left Goose 
Bay, Labrador. I filled up on 
canapes and went to sleep. 
Across the aisle from me, Capt. 
George Burkley, a Navy doctor 
along for our benefit. 

Dec. 4, Rome—Landed at Ci- 
ampino Airport two hours ahead 
of the President. Hard, cold rain. 
The President came off in a top- 
coat, no raincoat. Thank heavens 
someone told the band to cut it 
short. 

First impression of Rome — 
dismal. Gutters gurgling with 
dirty water. No crowds at all 
braving the rain. Only thing re- 
sembling a reception for the 
President was in the center of 
town. People darted out of build- 
ings long enough to wave and 
shout, then back in again out of 
the cold rain. 


Dec. 5, Rome—Rain and more 
rain, Little or no sleep now for 
two nights. But today not with- 
out light moments. Drove with 
President by the iJorth Ameri- 
can College near the Vatican. 
Several hundred young seminar- 
ians were standing in the rain 
to cheer him. My colleagues 
won't support me, but I’d take 
an oath I heard the seminarians 
chanting, ‘“‘We liketh Ike.” 

While President met with 
Prime Minister Segni, we ex- 
plored Government buildings. 
Discovered a coffee bar much 
like snack stands in Government 
buildings back home. Here, the 
coffee break runs all day. To 
get a tiny cup of espresso cof- 
fee, one must first fight through 
the crowd to cashier’s booth, 
buy a ticket, then fight across 
the snack bar (as crowded as a 
subway in rush hour) to a 
counter, present ticket and event- 
ually get a jigger of coffee with 
a smear of sugar paste across 
the lip of the cup. This coffee 
should be chewed, not sipped. 


Dec. 6, Rome and Ankara— 
Up at 5:15 a.m., baggage in 
the lobby before 6:30. The White 
House says accompany each bag 
to the hotel lobby to keep the 
luggage from being misplaced 
(also to keep anyone from stick- 
ing a strange bomb in a bag.) 

First sunshine we've seen this 
trip, en route to the Vatican by 
bus. Up a million cold stairs to 
the consistory chapel where we 
waited half an hour for the Pope. 
His Holiness came in through a 
small red door. A most en- 
gaging man. Corpulent but very 
small feet in red slippers. Grace- 
ful. A chamberlain tucked a 
small satin pillow under his feet 
when he sat on the big golden 
throne, a brilliant picture in 
snow white robes. 

Off to Ankara. Amazed at the 
turnout from the airport to town 
in Turkey. The Turkish people 
love bright colored lights. String 
them all over buildings in honor 
of their distinguished visitor. 

Waited until 2 a.m. in chamber 
of Turkish Parliament for final 
communique on talks between 
Mr. Eisenhower and President 
Bayar. Some reporters stretched 
out on desks of Parliament mem- 
bers and went to sleep waiting 
for Jim Hagerty. 


Dec. 7, Ankara and Karachi 
—Away from the Balin Hotel 
in Ankara in the pre-dawn 
darkness. Strange hotel. Chicken 
sandwiches and gluey tea for 
breakfast. Tired reporters spec- 
ulated increasingly about condi- 
tion of the President. Theory is, 
if I’m this bushed, he must be, 
too. Not necessarily so. He 
beats us on sleep every night by 
at least four or five hours. 

Crowds getting bigger in each 
town. Karachi a riot of Asiatic 
color. President Ayub Khan sup- 
plied Mr. Eisenhower with hand- 
some black and gold carriage 
and six white horses. 

When he passed one notorious- 
ly smelly section of Karachi, we 
were told by the driver the area 
had been thoroughly sprayed 
with a deodorant. The fellows 
dub this section of town 
“Chlorophyl Heights.” Our first 
exposure to men in_ turbans, 
women in veils. Some men ex- 
press quite a bit of individuality 
in their turbans.

Dec. 9, Karachi, Kabul and 
New Delhi.—We had to combine 
Afghanistan and India on same 
day. Welcome in Afghanistan 
was amazing. People in country 
near airport out in force, but 
reserved. In center of Kabul, 
however, the place was wild. 
Afghans took a little time to 
sense just what was expected, 
then they began rolling them- 
selves up in human balls and 
hurtling toward Ike’s car. Doz- 
ens of smiling men literally tried 
to climb in with him. 


King Mohammed Zahir quite 
a nice host at the palace. Al- 
most got sick gorging on sweet- 
ened pistachio nuts. A crown 
prince or somebody gave me a 
big box of raisins to take along. 

New Delhi. Here police said 
we plowed our way through l.,- 
000,000 or more people between 
airport and town. We were only 
three cars behind Ike and Nehru 
and couldn’t see them half the 
time because of the breaking 
waves of humanity that engulfed 
motorcade. Had to roll up win- 


- dows of our car in stifling heat 


because people reaching inside 
to shake hands and stuff flower 
garlands into car. 

Really frightening experience 
in Connaught Circus. Motorcade 
stopped cold by crowd. Nehru 
leaped out of the car, grabbed 
a club from a policeman and be- 
gan cracking his beloved coun- 
trymen in the shins. Considered 
what reaction would be in Wash- 
ington if Ike jumped cut of a 
car and began larruping the be- 
jabbers out of a taxpayer be- 
cause he was in the way. 


Dec. 10, New Delhi — Our 
base of operations is stone-paved 
courtyard of Rashtrapati Bhavan, 
the palace of President Prasad 
where Ike is staying. 

We went back of. the palace in 
the morning into the gardens 
for coffee and cakes with Mr. 
Eisenhower and Prasad and 
numerous fellows in red and 
gold jackets, red turbans. Lawn 
in better condition than most 
American golf greens. Counted 
a dozen fountains and gave up. 

Several engagements during 
the day with Nehru who seems 
to have his countrymen under 
perfect control. Nehru can move 
millions with a hand gesture. 

Into palace reception room to- 
night. Long program of Indian 
dances. Some of the gals very 
elegant lookers. The heavy eye 
makeup many American women 
now beginning to wear started 
over here, 


Dec. 11, New Delhi—So much 
Oriental splendor, so many 
guys and dolls in fancy dress, 
so many hundreds of thousands 
of people at every turn, difficult 
to keep from becoming jaded. 

Old men in rags asleep be- 
neath the walls of a breathtak- 
ingly beautiful palace. Sacred 
cows tying up traffic. Hotel 
room keys with small silver foot- 
balls attached. Our Sikh driver, 
Mr. Singh, with his neatly turned- 
under beard. The eternal musty 
smell of India, a smell that be- 
comes almost overpowering when 
thousands of people press around 
a tiny automobile and scream 
“‘sindabad”’ in the window. 

Asked an Indian of some so- 
phistication. ‘‘All these people in 
from the country—who do ‘they 
think Eisenhower is? Why are 
they here?’”’ Answer: ‘They say 
he’s the king of the millionaires 
who were over here during the 
war. They just want to be able 
to say they were near him.” 

And near they were. John 
Campion of the Secret Service 
still wearing bandages from cuts 
he received in the crowd the 


night we got in. Johnny hit by 
police clubs aimed in the other 
direction. Got caught in the 
crossfire. 


Dec. 12, New Delhi — Presi- 
dent Prasad invited 5000 bigshots 
to meet Mr. Eisenhower in the 
gardens this afternoon. Eight 
thousand got in and several thou- 
sand more left howling mad at 
the gates because gatecrashers 
filled up the place. 

Trying to keep close to the 
two Presidents as they tried to 
stroll through the mob, found 
myself linked to a human chain 
of security men around them. 

Real crush in the gardens this 
afternoon. Some ladies wear 
bright red spots in center of fore- 
head for good luck. Others have 
brown or black spots same place. 
Others wear long red line down 
center of forehead. Others, long 
black line. 


Dec. 13, New Delhi — The 
most amazing Sunday I ever 
spent. First, we went by jet to 
the Taj Mahal. The architectural 
beauty of the place is hard to 
comprehend. Had to be careful 
walking along behind the Presi- 
dent. The marble floors have 
been worn to ballroom slickness 
by thousands of feet that had 
padded around for many years. 
We had to wear cloth covers over 
our shoes in deference to the 
holy nature of the tomb. 

In the afternoon, to huge 
Ramlila grounds between old and 
New Delhi for civic reception for 
the President. Saw 1,000,000 peo- 
ple in one spot. The Indians are 
used to being jammed together. 
They sat on the ground like well- 
behaved school children and the 
crowd stretched as far as we 
could see in the gathering dusk. 
Nehru’s daughter, who saw many 
of the gatherings for Mahatma 
Ghandi, says she’s never seen 
anythigg like this in Delhi. I 
covered the meeting with short- 
wave walkie-talkies. 


Dec. 14, New Delhi, Tehran 
and Athens.—This was a 26-hour 
day, what with a time change 
of three and a half hours and a 
long working schedule. Cold and 
smoky when we left Delhi before 


dawn. Pan American’s big 707 
was like home. American cof- 
fee 


Cold and clear at Tehran. 
Never saw so many tommy guns, 
but the crowds seemed as friend- 
ly as a cheering section. Troops 
almost shoulder to shoulder all 
the way into town. 

Watched the President and the 
Shah leave the marble palace for 
Parliament. They were sur- 
rounded by 11 security cars, 
each bristling with machine 
guns. 


Athens—Never saw so many 
friendly people. The Greeks 
seemed truly overjoyed. Kids by 
the thousand telling their version 
of “Ike.” Only it came out 
“‘Eee-Yike, Eee-Yike.”’ 

King Paul very sticky about 
who comes inside the palace 
grounds. The press association 
car given the bum’s rush at the 
gate. Even some of the Secret 
Service men have to stand out 
in the street. 


Dec. 15, Athens and aboard the 
U.S.S. Essex—Most of us turned 
out to be incurably American. 
Never was there a more wel- 
come sight than the aiecraft car- 
rier Essex, our home the next 
three nights. The smells from 
the galley were exciting, the 
thought of untainted water and 
milk almost unbeliévable. The 
President was aboard the Des 
Moines anchored off our port 
beam. We were more interested 
in getting dirty laundry into the 
hands of the Navy stewards. Big 
steaks for dinner, the first 
vegetables since Dec. 3. 


Dec. 16, aboard U.S.S. Essex 
—Up bright and late after bliss- 
ful 10 hours sleep. Apparently 
the President did the same over 
on the Des Moines. Mediter- 
ranean as calm as a lake. 

Barbara Eisenhower flew by 
helicopter to our ship for Junch 
with V. Adm. George W. Ander- 
son Jr. For a lady who dislikes 
the limelight, she’s taken this 
trip very well. Her worst mo- 
ment was in India when the ele- 


phant on which she and her 
husband were riding backed into 
a tree. 
Dec. 17, 
sort of day that might have been 
filmed by Mack Sennett. Ashore 
beside what looked like a freshly 


paved parking lot to await Mr. 
Eisenhower's helicopter. Tunis- 
ian troops kept sticking rifles in 
my stomach. Embassy man said, 
“This is a new country and 
they’re sensitive.”

I HAVE HAD TIME in the last day or two to glance 
rather hastily through a book called “Man of the World” by 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. He apologizes for the name in the 
es Rating that he remembers what a “man of the world” 


meant in the generation 
before his own and he con- 
sidered him obnoxious. 
But if ‘‘man of the world” 
meant knowing the world 
and having traveled in it 
and being particularly in- 
terested in the people of 
the world, then he ac- 
cepted being called by 
that name and having his 
book carry this title. 

The last chapter, which 
he says he considers the 
most important, deals with 
the many conversations 


MRS. ROOSEVELT 


Mr. Vanderbilt had with my husband on the subject, ‘What 
would really bring about a peaceful world?” 


He did not have to be with my husband very 
long before he discovered that his mind was always 
busy looking into the future. He would have innumer- 
able plans for what you could do under these circum- 
stances or under those circumstances. 


One plan that Mr. Vanderbilt used to discuss was a 
network of roads over which one could travel through every 
part of the world, with only a short ferry trip here and there. 
This would intrigue my husband enormously, and it was just 
like him to say that he would like the lunch basket. 


One of the things he always enjoyed in England was the 
wicker basket that is handed to you through the windows of 
the trains and for which you pay a few shillings. Having 
eaten the contents for tea or lunch or dinner, you then leave 
the utensils in the basket and the railroad does the rest— 
far more convenient that having to walk through any number 
of cars to find a diner which is not always too comfortable. 


My husband’s mind ranged over many continents 
and he knew an enormous amount about the climate, 
the products, the animal life and the people every- 
where in the world. He did believe that real under- 
standing among the peoples of the world would lead 
to the kind of way of life that would make killing one 
another on a large scale an impossible thing, and this 
would hold good everywhere—in Africa, in Asia, in 
South America, in Europe. We might not like one 
another too much but we wouldn’t hate, either. 


To build the roads that he envisioned would have taken 
a long time. But if it were a case of reducing your invest- 
ment in armaments it would be a good way to take up the 
slack in unemployment. And my husband always had an eye 
on where work was coming from for the people. 

This was a grandiose scheme, and F.D.R. loved to talk 
about it. But let me assure you, Mr. Vanderbilt, that he had 
about 10 others up his sleeve that he talked ta you and to 
others about and might have tried to develop had the oppor- 
tunities presented themselves. He just stored away in his 
mind possibilities for the things he dreamed might someday 
come about. Circumstances may still develop the dreams 
in other people’s minds, and people of the future will see 
them become reality.

SPEAKING OF RABBIT, which 
we were a few weeks ago, we 
have a letter here from Mrs. 
Alice Gable of St. Clair, Mo., 
who says when she reads in the 
paper about cooking, what gets 
her is the fancy way they al- 
ways want you to cook some 
perfectly simple thing. 

Take rabbit, for instance. You 
don’t need to soak rabbits in a 
marinade and all that stuff, she 
says. Just wash them thorough- 
ly and be sure they’re cool. Roll 
them in flour and use plenty of 
salt and black pepper. Drop 
them in an iron skillet with about 
half an inch of hot shortening. 


Let them brown, then add 
water until the meat is covered 
and let it simmer at medium 
heat for about 45 minutes. Add 
water if necessary. Then use 
flour and a little more water to 
make the gravy. It’s simple and 
its easy, she points out, and al- 
though it isn’t fancy, when you 
serve it up with mashed potatoes 
and green beans and a green 
salad, it’s mighty popular with 
all the Gables, which includes 
five youngsters. 

Quite true, Mrs. Gable. That’s 
the way we used to cook rabbit 
down in Arkansas, and it’s hard 
to beat. 


THEN COMES another letter 
from Doris Seymour, who says 
she likes rabbit, and she also 
likes quail. She knows all about 
cooking rabbit, but could we tell 
her some different ways to cook 
quail. We can. 

You can, of course, pan fry 
them. Dredge them in seasoned 
flour, brown them, and then let 
them fry slowly until they’re 
a turning them from time to 

time. 

One of the more popular meth- 
ods is to roast them. Put them 
in a roasting pan and put a slice 
of bacon on the breast of each 
bird. Then put a dot of butter 
in each one. Roast them at 350 
degrees for five minutes, Turn. 
the heat down to 325 and roast 
them for 25 minutes longer, bast- 
ing with the drippings now and 
then. Make brown gravy and 
serve them up. 

Some people seem to think 
that cooking fowl with grapes 
is something of an affectation, 
but the truth of the matter is 
they are .excellent together. 

Get some white grapes and 
press them through a sieve to 
get the juice. Then mix equal 
parts of the grape juice with 
white wine. First roast the birds 
until they are well browned, 
basting them frequently with 
butter. Then transfer them to a 
casserole. Rinse out the roasting 
pan with the grape juice and 
wine, and then pour it all over 


the birds. Then add a dozen 
whole white grapes for each 
bird. 


Roast the quail until they’re 
tender. Take them out of the 
sauce, and paint them with melt- 
ed butter. Stuff the cooked

grapes inside them and serve. 


OR, YOU CAN broil them. 
Split them down the back and 
flatten them out with the broad 
side of a cleaver.

brain power. However, fish is 
rich in minerals, vitamins and 
protein, all good things to have 
around. 

Oysters, crab and shrimp pro- 
vide half as much calcium, five 
times as much magnesium and 
somewhat more phosphorus than 
milk. Lobster contains a lot of 
iodine as well as phosphorus. 
Oysters and shrimp are good 
source of copper and iron. The 
oyster, in particular, has been 
referred to as a little mine of 
minerals — iodine, copper salts 
and calcium predominating. 

Further, seafood is low in cal- 
ories and high in protein, so, 
while it won’t make you any 


smarter, it’s a smart thing to 
eat. 
ANOTHER popular fallacy 


about fish is to the effect that 
you can’t combine fish and milk. 
How this got started is some- 
thing lost in the mists of time, 
but it generally is supposed that 
it started when someone ate 
contaminated fish and hapened 
to drink milk at the same meal. 

As a matter of fact you can 
drink milk along with any kind 
of fish and suffer no ill effects. 
You can combine ice cream and 
lobster and the worst that can 
happen may be bad dreams. 

However, be sure the fish is 
fresh.
